Level 1, 2 and 3 evacuations. Increased 

evacuations around Summer Lake. Moderate fire 

spread N, NE. 

5 Summit Trail WA-COA Dalrymple 

Level 1 evacuations. Important cultural sites 

threatened. Increased potential for large fire 

growth due to drainage alignment. 

6 Elbow Creek OR-UMF Smith 

Likely to drop evacuation levels today. 

Continued growth on SW flank. Demobing 

some OSFM Task Forces.
